W ashington, MffVrh 15—T he wage 
dispute of the parkers with their em ­ 
ployes was put up to President H ard­ 
ing today. 
Secretary of Labor Davis, an hour 
before the cabinet meeting was called 
at the W hite House, with a portfolio 
of papers went into H arding's office. 
The cabinet mem bers were expected 
to discuss the m atter when they meet. 
At the cabinet meeting last week it 
was decided to make an offer of gov­ 
ernm ent mediation. 
Davis and Harding agreed that a 
commission composed of Davis. Secre­ 
tary of Commerce Hoover and Secre­ 
tary of A griculture shall sit as a med­ 
iation commission to hear all sides of 
the dispute. 
The packers agreed to this form of 
mediation, Davis said, and he is now 
waiting for the employes who are 
conducting a referendum.

W ashington, March 15—The British 
governm ent has be gun organization of 
d special mission which they propose 
o Mend to the United States within 
the next month, according to advices 
received today in special quarters. 
The mission is to formally convey 
congratulations and wishes of slic­ 
es to the new adm inistration and 
then present for discussion num erous 
outstanding questions 
between 
the 
government and Britain. 
Among the subjects to he discussed 
it is understood today, are the asso­ 
ciation of nations, disarm am ent, H er­ 
man reparation and British indebted­ 
ness to tile United States. 
The French advices concerning the 
British mission indicated that it will 
he headed by three leading figures, 
n Htateman chosen from high ranks 
f the British public men, a high mili­ 
tary officer and a representative of 
naval leaders. 
The personnel of the delegation it 
is understood, is being chosen with 
the utmost care with the view’ of elim ­ 
inating any figures which may arouse 
hostilities among the strong pro-Irish 
element in this country. 
The British 
will avoid any em barrassing incident 
by tim Irish government. 
So far as can he learned here the 
civil head of the commission has not 
been determined although \ Asquith, 
former premier, and Winston C hurch­ 
ill have been mentioned for tho post. 
The Information reaching Washing 
indicated that formal 
a n n o u n ce m en t 
of the mission will not lie made in 
London for another week or ten days.
